bidden by the Co nstitutio n because o f 
the hit-o r-miss manner in which v ari­ 
o us state laws o n capital punishment 
are applied. 
The Senate is to take up a bill nex t 
that was writen to satisfy the Su­ 


preme Co urt’s o bjectio ns. The measure 
wo uld make the death penalty man­ 
dato ry fo r federal crimes under certain 
co nditio ns 
-—including 
kidnaping 
in 
which a death o ccurs — fo r which the 
death penalty can no w be impo sed sim­ 
p ly at the discretio n o f a jury . 
Sax be issued a statement say ing he 
was “ especially co ncerned” abo ut the 
recent rash o f kidnapings, and singled 
o ut the case o f Patricia Hearst’s ab­ 
ductio n in San Francisco . 


“ We are an o pen so ciety ,” Sax be 
said, “ and we canno t place o ur chil­ 
dren o r o ther lo v ed o nes under co n­ 
stant guard. The o nly practical way to 
deter kidnapers is to make the penalty 
so sev ere that they will think twice be­ 
fo re attempting it.” 
Sax be urged states to co nsider legis­ 
latio n reinstating the death penalty in 
cases where the v ictim is killed. “ It 
wo uld no t affect kidnapings already 
co mmitted,” he said, “ but it co uld help 


to prev ent them in the future.”

said: 
“ The 
President said he wanted increased 
emphasis o n legislatio n that had been

Haig said Nix o n did no t mentio n the 
Hearst case, but Sax be said that kid­ 


naping “ has made it clear to us what 
perso nal anguish these terrible crimes 
cause.” 
“ The President charged Sax be with 
rev iewing whatev er additio nal meas­ 
ures the federal go v ernment might 
take to heal this pro blem o f kidnap­ 
in g,” Haig said. 
Nix o n was referring to legislatio n 
sent to Co ngress last March 21 to deal 
with the pro blems o f hijacking, terro r­ 
ism and o ther v io lence.

Dispersing race traffic a challenge to police, CHP 


ONTARIO — Fo r man y , the real 
driv ing skills are display ed after the 
Califo rnia 500 mile race. 


Then, tho usands o f v ehicles are fun- 
neled fro m parking lo ts surro unding 
the race track o nto freeway s, highway s 
and city streets. 


With the aid o f highway patro lmen 
and city po lice, the 3 2,000 auto mo biles, 
pickups, campers and buses last y ear 
were dispersed within o ne ho ur and 40 
minutes after the co mpletio n o f the 
race. 
“ And the mo st imp o rtan t facto r,” 


said Capt. W. C. Jo nes o f the Califo r­ 
nia Highway Patro l, “ is that we had 
no race-related accidents.” 
The flo w o f traffic, bo th go ing and 
co ming, will be directed this Sunday 
by abo ut 90 city po lice and 40 high­ 
way patro lmen. 
“ We hav e no indicato n o f ho w big a 
cro wd to ex pect so we plan fo r the 
max imum,” said Jo nes. He will hav e 
1 5 o fficers assigned to pre-race traffic 
and 1 9 fo r po st-race traffic. 
Inbo und traffic kill be “ f r e e flo w­ 
ing” unless there is a need fo r “ fix ed 
p o sts.” With spectato rs arriv ing at dif­ 


ferent times prio r to the race, the traf­ 
fic co ngestio n is no t so sev ere, no ted 
Jo nes. 
After the race, there will be a “ free 
flo w” o f traffic o nto the freeway s until 
these beco me co ngested. 
“ Then a meter sy stem will be em­ 
plo y ed where the rate o f v ehicles go ing 
o nto the freeway can be spaced,” he 
added. 
Jo nes will o perate a co mmand po st 
fro m the CIIP helico pter, which will 
fly abo v e the area’s freeway s. He will 
thus be able to deplo y o fficers wher­ 
ev er a traffic pro blem may dev elo p. 


Fro m his o bserv atio n po int, he will 
also be able to mo nito r the flo w o f 
traffic bey o nd Kello gg Hill. “ We can 
fo llo w o utbo und traffic 
to the San 
Gabriel Riv er Freeway o n the west 
and past Fo ntana o n the east.” 
Ex tensio n o f the Po mo na Freeway 
into the Ontario area will assist the 
traffic flo w this y ear. Traffic can be 
ro uted o n Archibald, Hav en and Milli- 
ken av enues. Other no rth-so uth streets 
to be used are Viney ard and Euclid 
kv enues. 
The majo r east-west ro utes are the 
San Bernardino and Po mo na freeway s, 


Fo o thill 
and 
Ho lt 
bo ulev ards, 
and 
Fo urth and G streets. 
Officers at the Claremo nt statio n will 
be aided Sunday by patro lmen fro m 
bo th San Bernardino and Riv erside 
areas. 
Ontario po lice said they will emplo y 
87 o fficers to aid in traffic co ntro ls. 
Many o f these are o ff-duty po licemen 
fro m Po mo na, Fo ntana and Rialto . 
They will direct traffic aro und the 
speedway and alo ng city streets. 
Capt. Jo nes o ffered these suggestio ns 
fo r mo to rists: 
—Plan to arriv e early and return 


late. The speedway will o p en at 6 a.m. 
and v ario us ev ents are scheduled be­ 
fo re the race. Bring water plus items 
to keep the children busy . 
—Ex pect traffic delay s o n all ro utes 
to and fro m the speedway . No tify tho se 
at ho me the ro ute y o u will take sho uld 
ar. emergency arise. 
—Inspect y o ur car fo r pro per mech­ 
anical co nditio n. If a breakdo wn sho uld 
o ccur, driv e o ff the freeway fo r re­ 
pairs. 
—Because o f the fuel sho rtage, hav e 
adequate fu el. There may be o nly a 
few serv ice statio n s o pen in the area.

“ If I told you who they 
were you would know they 
were important. But I turned 
them down because I couldn’t 
run on their platform.” 


Wallace carried 377 dele­ 
gates to the 1972 convention 
and his aides have said Sen. 
H u b e r t Humphrey offered 
him the second spot in a 
“ Stop McGovern” movement. 


If McGovern 
had lost 
a 
challenge to the California de­ 
legation. Wallace would have 
held the votes the senator 
needed to assure himself a 
first ballot nomination. 


McGovern won 
the 
chal­ 
lenge and the nomination. 


Wallace 
maintains he 
is 
still undecided about 1976. but 
he would not rule out a fourth 
campaign for the presidency 
or the possibility he might ac­ 
cept the vice presidency. 
Despite 
Wallace’s 
state­ 
ment, his national campaign 
staff is working to set up 
grassroots organizations in all 
50 states. His staff estimates 
Wallace will take about 900 
delegates to the 1976 Demo­ 
cratic convention, giving him 
a strong say over the nomi­ 
nee and the party platform. 
Wallace said he is con­ 
vinced “ the next Democratic 
platform is going to be writ­ 
ten by the people 1 repre­ 
sent.”

ruled during a pretrial hear­ 
ing that the taped recording 
of Kyreacos’ meeting with his 
killer, could be admitted as 
evidence. It is expected to be 
played for the jury during 
Smith’s trial which began this 
week. 
The prosecution says it will 
show that Kyreacos died of 
multiple gunshot wounds last 
Nov. 20 in a parking lot near 
a d o w n t o w n bank where 
smith was working off duty 
as a security officer. 
The prosecution says Ky- 
reacus was lured there by a 


woman who said she had in 
formation about the death of 
another waiter, Branko El- 
lich. who had worked with 
Kyreacos. Ellich was snot to 
death last Nov. 10 as he was 
about to unlock the front door 
of his home in Seattle’s Bal­ 
lard District. 
But Kyreaco« did not keen 
the appointment in the alley 
unprepared. He went to a bal- 
lard store and purchased a 
tape recorder and then asked 
a neighbor to accompany him 
downtown. The neighbor said 
Kyreacos placed the recorder 
in the small of his back and

Rattles & straws 
Sober thoughts 
on scientists

The highlight, for me, of the recent convention of the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advancement of Science in San Fran­ 
cisco was a bartender’s lament that scientists are lousy custo­ 
mers because they take so long to make up their minds about 
what drink to order. 
“ It takes scientists 2*4 times as long as anyone else to de­ 
cide what they’re goins to drink,” said Philip Foley, bartender 
at the Hilton Hotel where the 4,000 longheads gathered. 
“ That’s what happens when you have a thinking population at 
a bar. No business.” 
It’s not surprising, o f course. When you have spent the after­ 
no o n discussing the genetics of reactions of drosophila to light 
a nd gravity, it is hard to snap out a quick decision on whether 
y o u want your martini up or on the rocks. 
“ Yes, sir, what’ll it be?” asks Foley, putting a cocktail nap­ 
kin in front of Nobel Prize-winning physicist Dr. Heinrich von 
Strudelma nn who has just straddled a bar stool. 
“ Er . . . uh—what did you say?” asks the scientist. He has 
been deeply engrossed in a lecture on "Signaling and Control 
a t the Lymphocyte Surface.” 
What’s your pleasure. Doc?” 
««Er—a spherical nucleus surrounded by a thin layer of nong- 
ranular cytoplasm.” 
“ Gee, prof. 1 don’t think that one’s in the Bartender’s Han­ 
dbook. How about a nice daiquiri?” 
“ A daiquiri? What is in that?” 
“ Rum. Delicious drink.” He reaches lor the bottle. 
“ No, I think I’ll have a gin and tonic.” 
“ You’re the doc, Doc. Want that tall?” 
“ No, I think maybe I’ll just have a Scotch and soda.” 
“ Scotch and soda, right.” says Foley wearily. He rattles ice 
into the glass. 
“ No—wait. Make that a glass of beer. 1 don’t want to miss 
Dr. Bardacke’s lecture on molecular immunology.” 
In the time that it took the eminent scientist to order a beer, 
he could have whipped up a batch of lysergic acid diethyla­ 
mide in his laboratory. 
Foley’s remarks were not the result of a scientific survey, ot 
course, but merely observations such as bartenders make ot 
their customers. It would have been interesting to have him do 
a more in-depth study to compare the disciplines. Can an et­ 
ymologist make up his mind quicker than a geologist? Do 
most physicists favor a four-to-one martini? Do astrologists 
drink more than archeologists? Can ophthalmologists lick any 
man in the house?

Film is sign of cultural 
relaxation within Poland 


WARSAW 
(UPI) 
- 
Po­ 
land’s “ mad major” of World 
War II has emerged from 
political obscurity as hero of 
the most unusual and popular 
Polish film in years. 
His wartime exploits and 
the new movie about them 
are the talk of the town in 
Warsaw because they concern 
a 
l o n g t i m e 
taboo 
sub­ 
ject— Polish nationalism. 
Many people think it’s a 
sign of cultural relaxation in 
Poland that a film with so 
delicate a theme even could 
reach the planning stages, let 
alone be ballyhooed officially 
as the artistic event of the 
season. 
The major himself was a 
real life cavalry officer who 
reacted in classical 
Polish 
fashion when 
the 
German 
army successfully invaded his 
country in September, 1939; 
he simply refused to accept 
the facts. 
Rather than give up or run 
away or join the partisans, he 
took the code name “ Hubal” 
and formed a unit of a hun­ 
dred or so other regular sol­ 
diers frcm the decimated Pol­ 
ish forces. 
Then came the mad pail. 
He was hopelessly outnum­ 
bered, and his men carried 
mostly sabers and light hand 
weapons, but Hubal continued 
to attack the well-equipped 
Germans until he was killed 
in an ambush in April, 1940. 
That’s the sort of romantic 
stuff that runs all through 
Polish history and attendance 
figures 
at 
the 
semi-docu­ 
mentary called “ Hubal” —a 
m i l l i o n per month—-show 
Poles today love it as much 
as ever. 
But the real Hubal hasn’t 
always been a fully-fledged 
hero here, which is why the 
new movie about him is inter­ 
esting. 
His proper name was Hen­ 
ryk Dobrzanski and he was a 
Roman Catholic, a member of 
the land-owning class and a 
professional soldier in the ul­ 
tra conservative prewar Pol­ 
ish Army. He also drank too 
much and had the reputation 
of being a woman chaser. 
In other words, hardly the 
type to be glorified in a Com­ 
munist country. 
So authorities chose to treat 
him as a non-person and a 
book on him 
published 10 
years ago was removed from 
shops soon after coming out. 
There was more to it than 
that. Hubal also had to be a 
non-person because he was a 
super patriot and his fight— 
against the odds, using flesh 
against steel, against one of 
P o l a n d ’ s two traditional 


enemies, Germany and Rus­ 
sia—is something most Poles 
secretly admire. 
Previous 
Communist 
lea­ 
ders considered that sort of 
nationalistic 
outlook 
un­ 
healthy and perhaps damag­ 
ing to this country’s role in 
t h e 
internationally-minded 
Communist movement. 
But 
now 
Poland’s 
more 
pragmatic leadership has re­ 
cognized the deep psycholo­ 
gical need among the people 
for official sanction of a mod­ 
ern day patriot such as Hub­ 
al. Many observers fee! the 
film is part of a campaign to 
encourage 
Poles 
to 
have 


more pride in themselves, in 
their work and country. 
Regardless of the reason, 
“ Hubal” has hit dead-on with 
the public. There’s hardly a 
dry eye around during some 
scenes, especially one in a 
village church when 
Hubal 
and his men lead the con­ 
gregation in a traditional Pol­ 
ish hymn asking God to free 
their country. 
To an outsider, the film— 
which covers the period in 
which Dobrzanski forms his 
unit until he is killed—has 
good action, but is long on 
melodrama and short on plot 
and technical production. 


76 de a ths c ite d 
Mandatory safety 
rules on TV due 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Cit­ 
ing 16 deaths from fire and 
electrical shock, the Consumer 
Product 
Safety 
Commission 
said Monday it will impose 
mandatory safety rules on the 
manufacture of all television 
sets. 
The rules are still months 
away from being drawn up 
and will be preceded by a 
public hearing April 23-24 at 
which the whole safety ques­ 
tion, including the training 
and capability of TV repair­ 
men, will be investigated, the 
commission said. 
It said the rules would co­ 
ver such things as chassis 
design, 
materials 
used 
in 
making components —includ­ 
ing plastics —and what im­ 
provements could be made to 
keep sets from overheating. 
The agency said a study by 
its area offices last Septem­ 
ber turned up 916 fires where 
television sets were believed 
to have been the cause, with 
one death and several 
in­ 
juries. 
But it said a separate com­ 
pilation, covering all of 1973 
and involving 35 incidents re­ 
ported by consumers or news 
media, showed 14 deaths from 
television-related 
fires 
and 
two 
from 
television 
elec­ 
trocutions. Of those cases, it 
said, there were 20 actual 
television set fires, five where 
the set only smoked and one 
where there were both an ex­ 
plosion and fire. 
Since 
last 
June 
18, 
the 
agency added, about 140,000 
color sets, 
mostly portable 
models, have been found with 
fire or shock hazards. 
All 


were repaired or replaced by 
the manufacturer. 
Brands involved are Pana­ 
sonic, Philco-Forcl. Packard 
Bell, Montgomery Ward, Zen­ 
ith, Admiral and RCA. 
At the moment the only 
government safety rules co­ 
vering television sets involve 
radiation levels. 
C o n s t a n c e Newman, a 
member of the commission, 
told a briefing the agency felt 
it now had “ sufficient infor­ 
m a t i o n ’ ’ on injuries and 
deaths 
to 
warrant 
moving 
ahead with safety rules. 
The commission’s own inju­ 
ry surveillance system, cover­ 
ing all emergency room cases 
in a selected sample repre­ 
senting 2 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s hospitals, turned up 681 
television-related 
accidents 
during the 12 months ending 
last July 1. Many of those, 
h o w e v e r , involved cuts, 
bruises and even amputations 
not 
necessarily 
related 
to 
shock and fire problems. 
The agency said it is seek­ 
ing 
information 
from 
con­ 
sumer groups on what they 
think should be done to make 
television sets safer; will ask 
the industry about its present 
standards and quality control; 
and will study the quality of 
training given service techni­ 
cians.

Strauss said he felt

ing the 
museum 
a 
losing 
proposition so that it would 
fall to the city of Beverly 
Hills under a key provision in 
Lloyd’s will. 
Three of the four council- 
men who approved the visitor 
restrictions at the wooded es­ 
tate denied the provision in 


Lloyd’s will had anything to 


do with their decision. 
“ The thought of acquiring 


the (museum) land was never 
in the minds of the council- 
nien.” said Councilman J.M. 
Stuchen. 
“ It’s perfect non­ 
sense.” 
His colleague, 
councilman 
Charles Aronberg. said the 
museum may have suffered 
more 
from 
tourist 
apathy 
than from any restrictions put 
on them by the city.

—The public could visit the 
museum only through a pri­ 
vate or commercial bus tcur,

which charged about $4. 
—Not more than 26 persons 
could tour the main museum 
house at any one time. 
—Not more than 12 buses a 
day were allowed at the Ha­ 
rold Lloyd Museum—no more 
than two at a time—and none 
before 10 a.m. or after 4 p.m. 
An estate spokesman said 
they needed about 250 daily 
visitors to break even, but 
were only getting 150-200.

Imagine, if you will, picking 
up a telephone after you have 
turned your television set to a 
special 
channel. 
Over 
the 
telephone call coming in you 
will hear a lecturer from a 
university. 
On the television set, while 
he is talking, you will see 
reproduced on your screen 
the things he’s drawing or 
w r i t i n g 
on 
the 
school 
blackboard. 


Some students in 
Illinois 
don’t need to imagine such a 
system. It’s happening right 
now. 
The experimental 
system 
t h a t transmits bla ckbo a rd 
writing over ordinary tele­ 
phone lines for display o n a 
television screen at a distant 
location is being tested at the 
University of Illinois. 
C a l l e d 
an 
electronic 
blackboard, the system wa s 
devised by Bell Laboratories, 
the research and development 
unit of the Bell System. 


It will be a matter of much 
time, 01 course, before such a 
system can be on-call to ev ­ 
eryone with a telephone and a 
television set. But it is not be­ 
yond reach. 


The electronic blackboard is 
pressure-sensitive. When the 
teacher writes on 
it with 
chalk, sensors in the special- 
lv-rigged blackboard send sig­ 
nals to a box full of electronic 
gear. The signals are aimed, 
then, at telephone lines that 
deliver 
them 
to 
the 
TV 
screen. 
The electro nic bla ckbo a rd, is 


far less co stly tha n clo sed cir­ 


cuit telev isio n, the o nly co m­ 
parable system tra nsmitting 
both a udio and v isua l info r­ 
ma tio n insta nta neo usly . The 
new sy stem using pla in tele­ 
pho ne lines do es no t require a 


professionally-trained 
techni­ 
cian to operate. 
The University of Illinois 
uses the electronic blackboard 
to t r a n s m i t engineering 
classes conducted at its cam­ 
pus in Champaign-Urbana to 
ofi-campus locations in Free­ 
port. Rock Island, Peoria and 
Rocklord. 
The “ trial” is coordinated 
by Bell Labs and Illinois Bell 
Te l e p h o n e Co., with the 
school’s cooperation. 


The signals from the elec­ 
tronic blackboard can be sent 
a c r o s s 
town 
or 
across 
country. 
Sending the audio portion of 
a lecture over telephone lines 
is old hat — via a portable 
conference telephone system 
in wide use. I he conference 
telephone features hands-free 
operation, a built-in loudspea- 
k e r , 
and 
two-way 
con­ 
versations between groups ot 
people. Lots of “ famous spea­ 
kers” lecture to college stu­ 
dents this way— saving travel 
time and expense. 
One use for the electronic 


blackboard 
system: 
trans­ 


mitting both audio and gra­ 
phic information to bedridden 
or invalid students.

hear him tel] about it.”

and the matter or gullibility 
and cynicism. 


D r a w i n g heavily from 
primary sources such as lei- 
t e r s , journals and news­ 
papers, Harris paints in dark 
s t r o k e the private ideals 
which Barnum valued highly. 
Barnum lived in the age of 
reform. He was a temperance 
crusader, 
an 
opponent 
of 
slavery, women’s rights, and 
civil liberties. And yet, in his 
public liie his theatrical en­ 
terprises enthroned humbug 
as a form of social therapy 
essential in the world ot en­ 
tertainment tor a society that 
was changing rapidly. 
In his grand interpreti\e 
portrayal ot Barnum, Harris

Wie.seT,s characters suc­ 
ceed and fail, just as they 
seek, lose, and perhaps re- ; 
discover the many faces of 
God. 
Azriol is the surviving wit­ 
ness of Kolvillag, That com­ 
munity 
in 
Eastern 
Europe 
was destroyed by a 29th cen­ 
tury pogrom. The holocaust 
was prompted by the disap­ 
pearance of a Christian boy. 
Prejudice 
produced 
rumor; 
rumor flamed into hate. Soon 
the Jews ol Kolvillag realized 
that all of them were under 
threat, accused ot 
a 
ritual 
murder. 
One member of the commu­ 
nity, Moshe, a strange mys­ 
tical spirit, offers to surren­ 
der himself as the guilty par- j 
ty, though no crime has been 
committed. But far from sat­ 
isfying the 
authorities 
and 
“ Christians” of the town, hat­ 
red and irrationality intensity.
